•Vot even Berustorff and Dr. Albert were more in- 
tensely in earnest. 
The Dayton Daily .News is 


owned by James Cox. He is given repute as its 
editor. For it* growth and progress and its great- 
ness as a newspaper he is given credit. For two. 
years the pro-German attitude of the paper on 
the war continued, "llr. Cox says now that he was 
not 'responsible; 
that "George did it." The 


"George" was the' editor. Here was a generous 
flood of editorial "comment, all favoring Germany, 
all praising, the military autocrats, running over 
a period of two years, and Mr. Cox was so en- 
grossed in pplitics that he did not know what was 
KOlng on. That being the case someone is likely 
to run in an editorial comment supporting Hard- 
ing while Mr. Cox is campaigning. 


Long after the Lusitania had been sunk and 


the Arabic, Ancona and the Sussex were subjects 
of correspondence between the L'nited States and 
Germany, Mr. Cox's paper said, "Our skirts are 
clean as regards the activities of the German U- 
boats.

The recent discovery of Dr. Fewkes, may make 


lecessary yet another revision of our ideas of the 
prehistoric'Southwest. While it presumably does 
nothing to refute the theory of the racial identity 
o fthe prehistoric and present inhabitants of the 
•esion, it would seem to indicate that the prehis- 
oric Indians did have a somewhat higher civili- 
zation than those now living. For what IJr. 
Fewkes has found is a large building, constructed 
of excellent masonry, which apparently existed 
for the so'le purpose of fire worship as indicated 
by an enormous fire-pit in the center and stone 
jenches for worshippers' all around the walls 
Fire wo.fship in some form is common to nearlj 
all primitive peoples, and there are forms of it 
nmong the living Pueblo Indians. The living In- 
diana also have small circular or oval subter- 
ranean-chambers for worship; but none of them 
have any such elaborate "churches" as this one
